and all in one thing or other, trom the Truth and Na- 
ture of Thiogs they profeſs, has left off all ſearch that 
Way, and all communion with any Sect for a Time, 
(haviag been of the National Church, and nor making 
his Caſe known to any Creature, but addreſſing him- 
ſelf in Secret to the Almighty, on whom alone he de- 
pended for the knowledge ol the Truth, believing that 
God could not deceive him. And the Lord who knew 
the Sincerity ot his Heart mercitully anſwered the de- 
fire of his Soul, by the ſenſi ble Operation of the Word 
of eternal Life manif-ſted within him: The Evidence 
whereof is certain and undeniable io him who is ta- 
voured with it in his Mind. | | 
And being thus brought to the Knowledge of God in 
ſome Degree, all the Sects he had, in any Meaſure been 
acquainred with appeared unto him as dead Images 
and Statues, walking by Art and not by Life, and be 
remained, as he thought, alone for ſome time; ſome - 
thing like the Prophet of Old, who thought himſelf 
alone when the Lord had ſeven thouſand hidden ones 
who had held their Integrity, when the Body of that 
People were degenerated and revolred from the Way 
of rhe Lord. _ Py EY 
Thus he remained under the daily and ſecrer influ- 
ence and comfort of the divine Preſence for ſome time, 
till one Afternoon his Mind was totally ſilenced there · 
by, until the fourth Hour in the Evening, when being 
alone in his Chamber, and a little Paper Book lying 
on the Table, which he had made without any | For- 
poſe to any particular End, and Pen and Ink ſtanding 
there; the holy Spirit of Truth began to move in his 


Heart in that Silence, and fer the rbings written in this 
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Book in the view of his Mind, and then he took the 
ſame Book, and wrote as the Matters therein contained. 
were opened unto bim, without any fore- thought, 
ſtud or cuntrivance of his own, and continuing writ- 
ing till about Midnight, the Impulſe then ceaſed and 
che writing was finiſhed, which he could not aftex- 
ward tranſcribe in leis than near twice rhe time. 

Bur rhe next Day reading it over, aqd finding ſome 
great things expreſſed in the firſt Perſon, as if relative 
to himſelf, and his State ar that time not anſwering to.
